We  refrained  from  comment  on  Mr  Baron  Parke’s 
charge  in  the  case  Gathcrcole  e.  Miall,  under  the 
strung  impression  that  the  learned  judge's  re¬ 
marks  and  directions  must  have  been  misunder* 
stood  and  roisrefiorted,  so  inconsistent  did  they 
seem  to  us  with  the  general  tenor  of  his  judiciid 
conduct. 

The  motion  fbr  a  new  trial,  however,  shows  that 
we  were  mistaken  in  our  surmise,  and  that  Mr 
Baron  Parke  held  that  a  clergyman’s  sermon,  and 
the  regulations  of  a  private  charity  were  not  fair 
subjects  of  criticism.  It  is  true  that,  in  charging 
the  jury,  he  qualified  his  opinion  as  to  the  exemp¬ 
tion  of  sermons  from  criticism,  but  as  he  had  stopped 
the  argument  of  the  defendant’s  counsel  on  this 
point,  he  had  so  far  unduly  damaged  the  defence, 
and  prejudiced  the  case  in  the  judgment  of  the 
jury.  As  Sir  Thomas  Wilde  remarked, 

**  It  is  impossible  not  to  feel  thst  whatever  falls  from  so 
eminent  s  Judge  must  greatly  Influence  s  jury,  and  control 
a  coun»el  In  the  exercise  of  his  discretion  in  the  conduct  of 
the  case.  Here  an  opinion  was  expressed  at  one  time,  whirlt 
went  to  exclude  both  sermons  and  regulations  from  criti¬ 
cism  I  but  nothing  can  be  more  public  than  lermont  deli¬ 
vered  In  a  large  parish,  and  regulations  concerning  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  lha  charity  within  that  parish."

“The 
Sirens  wait  him  singing  song  for  song the 
music  near  and  from  afar  blend  confusedly  ;  and 
the  poet  misses  his  way  in  the  straits  of  metaphy¬ 
sics,  the  metaphysician  in  the  vortex  of  poetry. 
But  there  is  no  wreck :  Harbour  is  found.  Ob¬ 
structions  at  the  starting  matter  less,  where  the 
provisioning  is  for  a  long  and  important  voyasre. 

We  do  not  recollect  better  writing  in  any  of  Mr. 
Browning’s  hooks  than  we  have  found  in  Luria, 
The  scene  is  laid  in  Italy,  and  the  period  seems  the 
close  of  the  war  at  the  commencement  of  the  15tli 
century,  when  Pisa  lost  her  independanee  in  the 
struggle  with  Florence.  The  action  transpires  at 
the  Florentine  camp  between  the  rival  towns,  where 
Luria,  a  Moor,  is  in  command.  The  custom  of  such 
command  has  been  by  Shakespeare,  incidentally, 
made  familiar  and  immortal ;  but  in  this  Moor  of 
Florence  the  custom  constitutes  the  tragedy. 
The  jealousies  of  those  Italian  republics  against 
their  own  children;  the  cold  indifference  with 
which  they  profited  by  the  service  of  foreign  Icailers, 
and  trampled  on  them  when  their  work  was  done ; 
furnish  the  material  which  is  wrought  by  the  poet 

“  The  foreigner,  no  child  of  mine. 

Shall  henceforth  lead  my  troops,  reach  height  by  height 
The  glory,  then  descend  into  the  thame ; 

So  shall  rebellion  be  less  guilt  in  him, 

And  punishment  the  easier  task  for  me.” 

This  is  the  language  and  policy  of  Florence.  To 
which  Luria  i«  meant  to  answer  that  both  language 
and  policy  arc  false  ;  that  it  is  better  to  provide 
for  present  faith  than  against  possible  falsehood; 
that  belief  is  better  than  disbelief ;  tliat  nations 
being  the  handiwork  of  meu,  individual  greatness 
should  be  their  greatest  care;  that  a  people  is  but 
the  attempt  of  many,  to  rise  to  the  completer  life 
of  one  :

The  reader  will  not  need  to  be  told  that  in  such 
a  design  as  this,  if  treated  by  a  genuine  writer, 
the  matter  to  be  “  heard  and  learned  ”  touches 
questions  that  are  vital  still.  The  mistake  of  those 
Italian  republics  survived  the  ruin  it  occasioned, 
and  nlfects  the  happiness  of  nations  and  of  men  to 
this  hour.

When  he  divests  himself  of  what  clogs 
and  obstrucU  him,  and  gets  fairly  into  the  region  of 
uncontrollable  emotion,  he  wields  an  extraordinary 
power  over  his  subject  and  bis  readers.  ^  F  ew  writers 
have  equalled  him  in  the  intensity  and  individuality 
of  |his  thoughts  and  emotions.  As  few  have 
failed  to  surpass  him  in  the  ease  and  simplicity 
which  are  after  all,  perhaps,  the  highest  charm  of 
the  highest  order  of  poetry.  But  genius  is  to  be 
thanked,  not  quarrelled  with  ;  and  we  may  well 
doubt,  iu  the  case  of  such  a  writer  as  Mr.  Brow’ning, 
whether,  if  it  had  fewer  faulU,  it  would  be  so 
strong  and  original  of  its  kind.

This  is  a  holiday  book,  and  need  not  be  criticized 
severely.

Spohr’s  symphony,  composed  for  this  society,  exhibits 
reminiscences  of  Moxart,  than  any  other  of  his 
orchcAtrsl  compositions.  It  is  written  not  without  much 
about  and  art,  but  both  are  latent  to  the  ordinary  hearer, 
while  the  intended  effect  ia  felt  and  understood  by  all. 
It  ii  a  charming  work:  and  was  received  with  loud,  spon- 
uneiMi*  applause.  Not  leas,  we  need  hardly  say,  was 
bfttowcJ  on  Beethoven’s  symphony,  his  93rd  opera, 
which,  though  not  in  the  grandiose  style  of  his  other 
work* of  the  same  class,  abounds  no  less  in  trails  of  a 
Bost  luxuriant  fancy,  and  is  beautiful  from  the  first  note 
to  the  last.  The  second  movement  never  fails  to  obtain 
aa  encore,  which  was  loudly  demanded  on  the  present 
occasion.  The  same  compliment  was  paid  to  the  overture 
to  Fidriio.  ail  admirable  composition  in  every  favourable 
sense  of  the  word,  but  too  long,  or  at  least  too  familiarly 
known,  to  justify  the  repetition  now  called  for  and  ac- 
reded  to.  Kiiglish  concerts  are  so  rarely  sparing  in 
^■aniily,  that  encores  almost  invariably  carry  them  out  to  a 
diguing  length.  Onslow’s  overture  was  in  its  right 
plire,  for  half  of  the  company  retired  before  it  com- 
inrnrrd,  and  inosl  of  those  who  remained  were  thinking 
BM>rr  of  their  horses  and  getting  quietly  away,  than  of 
ike  Spanish  Police  Magistrate. 

The  duet  of  Rossini,  though  losing  much  when  coldly 
delivered— ns  is  unavoidable  in  a  concert-room — is  never¬ 
theless  a  very  clever,  pleasing  rompo.sition,  and  was  put 
into  excellent  hands.  Tlie  aria  of  Weber,  from  an  un- 
Inished  opera,  evidently  proceeded  from  the  pen  of  a 
.waster;  but  perhaps  may  unfold  more  beauties  on  a 
second  than  on  a  first  hearing.  And  why  give  an  un¬ 
known  work,  in  a  language  unintelligible  to  nearly  the 
whole  company?  Mozart’s  fine  characteristic  air  (the 
mengeful  Spaniard’s  praise  of  his  passion)  brought 
Signor  F.  I.ablnehe  again  before  this  critical  audience,  by 
whom  he  is  more  Justly  appreciated  than  at  the  Italian 
Opera.  Inheriting  some  of  his  father’s  best  qualities, 
he  add*  to  these  greater  flexibility  of  voice,  which  gives 
him,  as  a  linger,  a  far  more  extensive  range  than  the 
elder  Lablnrhe  ran  command. 

The  “caprice  ”  is  cleverly  composed,  and,  in  technical 
1in(»u4j*e,  well  inilnnnented.  It,  however,  makes  but 
hfile  impres»ion  while  listened  to,  and  leaves  none:  no 
melody  abides  iu  the  ear  ;  nothing  whatever  remains  but 
a  hrief  recollection  of  arpeggios  and  running  passages, 
ably  congregated,  well  romhiiied,  and  played  in  a  most 
hnnhesl  manner,  with  the  true  Cramer-touch,  on  a  true 
hioadwo«»d.instrumeiit.  Mr.  Parish  Alvars’  concerto 
psnsk-s  very  much  of  the  character  of  Mr.  Bennett’s 
^price  :  it  is  skilfully  written,  and  was  executed  in  a 
"‘o»t  perfect  manner.  Rut  half-aii-hour  is  a  large  por- 
|»oii  of  a  musical  evening,  and  hangs  very  heavy  while 
“leiiing  to  a  compokiiion  which  only  boasts  of  one 
Movement  out  of  three  that  has  the  power  lo  fix  attention, 
the  whole,  however,  the  concert  was  highly  gratifying 
of  reasonable  duration,  most  ably  conducted,  and 
ftowded  with  company.

A  little  advice  from 
some  sensible  master,  of  enlarged  mind  at  well  as  musical 
ability,  would  soon  enable  her  to  hold  the  first  rank  in 
her  profession.  The  part  which  this  lady  took  in  the 
exquisite  glee  by  Spofforth,  and  in  Handel’s  incomparable 
trio,  proved  the  soundness  of  her  knowledge.  Miss  M. 
Hawes  has  little  further  to  learn.  She  is  the  most  in¬ 
tellectual  English  singer  of  the  present  day,  and  in  the 
two  songs  now  allotted  to  her,  bath  che/s-d'<envre,  produced 
a  very  remarkable  effect.  Madame  Caradori-AIlan  gave 
the  grand  acena  of  Guglielmi  with  prodigious  effect,  and 
the  delicious  bagatelle  of  Gluck  with  most  eng.iging 
sweetne.ss.  .Signor  F.  Lablache  was  very  efficient  in  the 
solemn  air  of  Pergolesi,  a  composer  who,  after  death,  w  a.* 
by  his  counlrynten  entitled  //  Diviuo.  though  little  valued 
while  living.  This  fine  air  is  an  exception  to  a  general 
rule,  being  much  more  impressive  when  sung  to  English 
than  to  the  original  Latin  words 

The  selection  from  the  now  neglected  Serennta,  ”  .Acts 
and  Galatea,”  was  most  welcome  to  the  subscribers.  The 
amorous  air  was  delightfully  waibled,  but  the  trio  suffered 
much  for  want  of  a  tenor  voice  of  sufficiently  high  compass 
and  of  more  power.  Long  before  ‘‘.l/onsfraiN  horremium,"

At  once  a  murder  and  a  monument,” 

Poor  Acis  was  in  artindo  mortis,  and  actually  expired, 
vocally,  ere  the  intended  ruin  was  launched.  The  chorus, 
too,  ”  Wretched  lovers,  ”  failed  entirely  in  the  early  half, 
for  want  of  teal  rehearsing.  The  other  choruses  went  off 
in  the  best  manner.  The  want  of  a  rather  larger  propor¬ 
tion  of  instrumental  music  is  much  felt  here.  Where  are 
the  fine  works  of  Correlli,  of  Geminiani,  and  the  grand 
concertos  of  Handel 't  We  look  for  their  protection  in  the 
“  Ancient  Concert,”  where  alone  is  to  be  found  unpreju¬ 
diced,  unfashionable  taste  enough  to  admire  them.  The 
two  overtures  now  performed  are  as  ma.sterly  as  pleasing  ; 
though  in  the  *•  Occasional,”  we  wished  that  the  oboe,  in 
the  beautiful  air  given  to  it,  had  rendered  the  composer's 
notes  only:  the  performer’s  additions  were  very  ill- 
judged.  The  glees  are  delightful  features  in  these  con¬ 
certs  ;  both  were  of  the  most  beautiful  kind  in  the  present 
selection,  and  we  must  express  a  hope  that  such  genuine 
national  composiiioni  will  always  find  places  in  this 
national  institution.

FRANCE. 

Algeria. — The  Moniteur  publishes  despatches  from 
Marshal  Bugeaud,  dated  Algiers,  the  I3lh  lust.  On  the 
6th,  General  Joussouf,  after  a  forced  march  of  14  hours, 
overtook  a  large  column  of  Ouled  Nayl  emigrants,  and 
captured  an  immense  booty.  ”  The  demoralization,” 
says  the  general,  “  has  reached  the  highest  pitch  amongst 
that  tribe,  which  occupies  a  very  large  portion  of  the 
Desert  of  Tittery.  The  blow  we  have  just  inflicted  upon 
them  must  exercise  a  salutary  influence.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  offers  of  submission  which  are  sent  in  from  every 
quarter,  1  continue  to  pursue  and  chastise  the  Arnhi  of 
that  part  of  the  de.sert,  because  it  was  they  who  invited 
Abd-el-Kader  to  their  country,  and  supported  him  so 
long,  and  furnished  him  with  the  means  of  invading  the 
Tell,  and  descending  into  the  valley  of  the  Isser.”  The 
point  where  General  Joussouf  attacked  the  Ouled  Nayls 
is  15  leagues  to  the  south  of  Ksar  Zaccar,  or  about  100 
leagues  from  the  sea  coast. 

The  Navy  Estimates.— Tho  Chamber  of  Deputies 
granted  on  Friday-week,  the  project  of  law  relative  to  the 
extraordinary  credit  of  93,000,000r.  required  for  the  navy, 
as  amended  by  Messrs.  Thiers  and  Janvier.  The 
amendment  maintained  the  number  of  40  ships,  but  24 
are  to  be  afloat  instead  of  20,  and  16  will  remain  on  the 
storks.  The  Minister  of  Marine  having  consented  to  that 
alteration,  the  hill  was  voted  without  a  single  dissenting 
voice  by  the  305  members  present. 

Foreign  Refugeeb  in  France. — .According  to  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  ap¬ 
pointed  to  examine  the  bill  for  extending  the  law  at 
present  in  force  relative  to  foreign  refugees,  there  were 
in  France  during  the  past  year  4,525  refugees  who  received 
assistance  from  the  Government.  They  are  thus  classed  : 
428  Spaniards,  323  Italians.  3,770  Pules,  and  four  indi¬ 
viduals  not  classed  in  any  of  the  foregoing  categories. 
The  number  of  refugees  not  receiving  assistance  amount¬ 
ed  to  7,778,  vis.,  6,421  Spaniards,  969  Poles,  209 
Italians,  170  Germans.  Of  this  total  number  of  12,203 
refugees  nine  only  were  expelled  from  France,  the  most 
part  for  causes  unconnected  with  politics.  The  cotn- 
miilee  adds,  that  it  availed  itself  of  the  presence  of  the 
Minister  fur  Foreign  Affairs  to  demand  some  explanations 
relative  to  the  occupation  of  the  free  town  of  Cracow  by 
the  troops  of  Austria,  Prussia,  and  Russia.  The  Minister 
replied  that  he  was  assured  the  occupation  was  merely  a 
military  measure  induced  by  necessity,  and  that  it  would 
ceaie  with  the  necessity  which  gave  rise  to  it.  The 
committee  added,  that  they  trusted  this  assurance  would 
be  realised,  and  that  all  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of 
1815  would  be  executed. 

SPAIN. 

Completion  of  the  Minibtry— On  the  11th  Inst, 
the  Ministry  was  considered  lo  be  definitely  constituted, 
M.  Diax  Caueja  having  accepted  the  department  of  Jus¬ 
tice.  The  Cortes  were  to  be  shortly  convoked  to  vote  the 
supplies  and  a  law  on  the  press,  after  which  they  were  to 
be  dissolved,  and  general  eleetioiM  to  take  place  agreeably 
to  the  new  electoral  law. 

The  GazeUs  of  the  13lh,  rontalned  royal  decrees  ap¬ 
pointing  the  new  members  e>f  the  cabinet,  which  conaUts 
of — Isturix,  President  and  Foreign  Affairs  i  Mon,  Finance ; 
Pidal,  Home  Department  {  Ca^a,  Grace  *nd  Justice; 
Sanz,  War ;  Armero,  Marine. 
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The  Disturbances  in  Galicia.— .Accounts  have 
been  received  from  Galicia,  which  state  that  on  the  llth 
General  Jos^  Concha  had  totally  routed  a  bpdy  of  insur¬ 
gents  under  General  Iriarte,  at  Banage,  near  Astorga, 
and  had  taken  165  prisoners.  General  Iriarte  has 
escaped.  General  Concha  was  preparing  to  march  to 
Lugo. 

of  the  15lh  inst.  announces  that  the  whole 
of  (lalicia,  with  the  exception  of  Lugo  and  Santiago,  was 
tranquil.  The  regiment  of  the  Asturias,  and  a  company 
of  artillery,  marched  from  the  capital  on  that  day  to  re¬ 
inforce  the  column  of  General  Concha.  Brigadier  Blaser, 
who  had  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  gcneril,  was  to 
take  the  command  of  these  troops.  It  waj  reported  that 
some  disagreement  had  arisen  among  Ministers,  because 
of  the  humanity  shown  by  General  Concha  to  the  prison¬ 
ers  taken  at  .Astorga.  Messrs.  Mon  and  Pidal  romlemned 
the  General  for  not  shooting  at  least  tiie  officers,  whilst 
Messrs.  Isturix  and  Caneja  fully  approved  his  conduct, 
(lencral  Nxrvaei  was  said  to  have  been  ufl'ered  the  pre¬ 
sidency  of  the  Senate. 

The  accounts  from  Madrid  of  the  16th  April,  state  that 
nothing  further  was  known  as  to  the  dissensions  in  tho 
Cabinet,  but  M.  Isturils  had  had  several  interviews  with 
Queen,  which  gave  rise  to  divers  rumour*  and  sur¬ 
mises.  It  was  said  that  M.  Gunxali^  Bravo  had  consented 
to  withdraw  his  resignation  of  the  emb.issy  to  Portugal, 
and  that  he  would  probably  return  to  Lisbon  in  a  few 
days. 

Accounts  had  been  received  from  Galicia  that  General 
V  illalonga  had  taken  p«>ssession  of  Santiago  without  oppo¬ 
sition,  the  insurgents  having  withdrawn  to  Vigo  and 
Pontevedra,  w  hich  still  hold  out. 

BELGIUM. 

The  Lite  MimsteriaiF  Crisis. — The  Belgian 
Chainhor  of  Representatives  resumed  its  sittings  on  the 
20th.  This  first  meeting  attracted  great  curiosity,  all 
persons  being  desirous  of  hearing  some  explanation  of 
the  causes  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the  new  Cabinet. 
After  the  minutes  of  the  last  sitting  had  been  read  and 
confirmed,  M.  de  Theux,  the  minister  of  the  interior, 
delivered  a  speech,  in  which  we  find  the  following  allu¬ 
sion  lo’the  late  ihangcs  : — “The  preceding  Ministry  dis¬ 
solved  itself  in  coiisequeuce  of  certain  differences  with 
which  you  are  acquainted.  If  the  Ministry  of  the  dial  of 
March  is  mure  homogeneous  in  its  cumposiiioii,  it  is  not 
founded  upon  a  principle  of  exclusion.  Decided  by  the 
necessity  of  circumstances,  it  has  been  formed  with  the 
view  of  maintaining  that  policy  of  moderation  by  which 
the  Government  has  been  guided  since  1830.  It  is  in 
the  constitution,  ami  in  studying  the  wants  of  the 
country,  that  the  Government  will  find  the  rule  of  its 
conduct.  It  ia  desirous  that  the  Cliamhers  shall,  during 
the  present  session,  complete  several  important  works. 
Several  budgets  for  the  current  expenses  will  he  again 
submitted  loyxiur  consideration.  The  Sugar  Hill  and  the 
commercial  treaty  with  France  will  shortly  require  your 
votes.  The  Government  is  also  desirous  that  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Bill  should  he  paibed  during  this  session.  To  this 
end  it  requires  that  the  central  section,  to  which  is  referred 
the  billot  1834,  be  completed,  so  as  lo  enable  it  to  send 
in  its  report.  The  Cabinet  will  not  fail  iii  making  every 
effort  fur  bringing  ihi*  question  to  a  solution  in  u  spirit  of 
patriotism  and  conciliation.” 

GERMANY. 

The  Disturdancek  in  Galicia. — Letters  from 
Germany  state  that  the  disturbances  in  Galicia  have  not 
yet  terminated,  and  that  the  rural  population,  misled  by 
the  promises  of  the  communist  propaganda,  cannot  be 
pul  down  without  the  employment  of  a  large  military 
force.  During  the  revolution  at  Cracow  the  people  rose 
against  their  masters,  but  they  now  continue  opposed  lo 
ail  authority;  communications  with  the  capital  are  inter¬ 
cepted  ;  and  the  fever  of  insurrection  is  spreading  on 
every  side. 

I  HE  Conferences  at  Berlin. — The  conferences 
held  at  Berlin  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Northern 
Cabinets  are  engaged  in  discussing  the  nature  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  military  force,  which  the  protecting  powers  ore 
to  have  in  readiness,  so  that  each  may  at  once  suppress 
any  attempt  at  insurrection  in  the  republic  of  Cracow  or 
the  adjoining  Polish  provinces. 

THE  WEST  INDIES. 

State  of  the  Islands.— The  accounts  hy  the  last 
arrival  from  the  West  Indies  speak  of  the  weather  as  con¬ 
tinuing  unusually  dry,  and  states  that  complaints  of  dis¬ 
tress  are  heard  in  consequence  from  ail  quarters.  There 
was  no  prospect  of  a  change  of  weather,  and  it  is  not 
'  presumed  there  will  be  any  change  till  May.  Although 
the  present  crop  will  be  very  short,  good  preparations 
were  making  for  next  year.  There  are  very  promising 
plants  on  most  of  the  estates.  A  very  destructive  fire 
had  taken  place  on  Koningsburg  estate  in  Jamaica,  the 
property  of  Sir  Hyde  East*  Other  fires  are  mentioned, 
principally  arising  from  carelessness.  A  further  arrival  of 
Coolie  iniBiigrants  (by  the  Nelson,  Handley,  master) 
had  taken  place.  Immigration  is  giving  continued  satis¬ 
faction.  It  is  slated  that  a  Government  oflleer  had  arrived 
at  Pori  Royal,  in  Her  Majesty’s  ship  Alarm,  charged 
with  the  superintendence  of  a  project  fi>r  conducting 
water  from  the  Government  springs  at  flock  Fort  to  Port 
Royal,  by  means  of  pipes  laid  along  the  Palisades.  This 
undertaking  (cslculst^  to  be  beneficial  te  the  nevy  end 
to  the  town  of  Port  Royal)  is  to  be  carried  out  ms  a 
Government  work.  The  railway  continues  to  work  safely 
and  profitably ;  a  further  extension  of  the  line  wu  ex* 
pected  lo  be  opened  in  the  middle  of  the  year.

bunaux’  says:  It  was  at  Fontainebleau  that  he  provided 
himself  with  his  gnn  and  ammunition.  Both  the  harreUef 
his  carabine  were  loaded,  the  one  with  three  slugs,  the 
other  with  a  charge  of  large  shot.  Lecomte,  when  he  left 
Paris,  and  also  when  he  was  arrested,  was  dressed  in  black. 
He  wore  at  his  button-hole  the  ribband  of  the  Legion  sf 
Honour.  At  Fontainebleau  he  procured  a  smock-frock 
which  he  put  on  over  his  clothes,  so  as  to  enable  him  ts 
enter  the  preserve  without  exciting  suspicion.  He  watan 
excellent  shot,  and  it  appears  that  the  cause  which  10 
happily  prevented  his  attempt  from  succeeding  wu,  that 
Rt  the  moment  that  he  pulled  the  trigger,  one  of  the  fag.

Fontainebleau  in  consequence.  His  Majesty  would  not 
change  his  plan  of  remaining  in  the  Chateau,  thus  demoo- 
stratiiig  that  the  crime  of  a  single  wretch  had  not  diminiihed 
his  confidence  in  the  loyalty  of  the  people.  During  dinner 
and  throughout  the  whole  evening  the  King  showed  the 
greatest  tang  froid  and  tranquillity.  It  was  only  in  return¬ 
ing  from  the  chase  that  the  Duke  de  Nemours,  the  Priace 
de  Joinville,  and  the  Duke  de  Montpeiisier,  wereinfomed 
by  a  peasant  of  the  attempt  that  had  been  made.  Tie 
assassin  Lecomte  is  described  as  a  man  of  lofty  staturr, 
dark  complexion,  with  a  habit  of  staring  and  a  counte¬ 
nance  expressive  of  strung  passions.  He  is  forty-eight 
years  of  age,  and  was  burn  at  Beaumont  in  the  Cole  d'Or. 
His  character  is  that  of  a  vindictive,  violent,  and  ill  con¬ 
ducted  man.  He  is  unmarried  and  resided  in  theRuede 
Colysee  in  Paris.  He  is  said  to  have  served,  before  tke 
year  1830  in  the  Roy.al  Guard,  with  the  rank  of  non-com¬ 
missioned  officer,  during  the  expedition  to  Spain,  and  kc 
subsequently  made  the  campaign  of  the  Morea.  He  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  first  of  the  two  campaigns  the  Cross  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour.  Having  left  the  service,  he  entered 
as  woud-rRuger  in  the  household  of  the  Duke  of  Orlesss. 
It  was  after  1830  that  he  was  appointed  chief  guard  of  the 
Royal  domain  at  Fontainebleau,  after  having  passed  in  suc¬ 
cession  ilirough  all  the  inferior  ranks.  During  those stv^ 
periods  he  every  year  accompanied  the  King  in  his  drivci 
at  Fontainebleau.  Lecomte  was  treated  with  the greitest 
indulgence,  inasmuch  as  lie  had  always  ill-discharged  hi» 
duties.  About  eighteen  months  since  he  resigned  hii 
situation  in  a  letter  filled  with  the  most  insolent  expre»* 
sions.  A  thousand  ett'orts  were  made  to  induce  him  to 
retract  and  to  use  becoming  language.  But  he  was  obsti¬ 
nate  and  persisted  in  his  resolution.  He  was  offered  hsu- 
pay,  although  he  had  no  right  to  any.  He  then  formed 
the  strange  idea  of  demanding  the  value  of  hisbElf*p*T 
in  money.  This  was  refused.  From  this  cause  Lecowte 
conceived  a  violent  hatred  against  his  former  roasters,  u 
in  particular  against  M.  de  Sahume,  Conservator  of 
Crown  Forests,  whom  he  is  said  to  have  ilirealenw  w 
his  vengeance.

looked  to  the  mercy  they  sought  to  come  through  men; 
hence  their  application  to  Dublin  Castle  ftA  timely  suc¬ 
cour;  ibeir  strong  espretsiun,  and  the  generous  warmth 
of  feeling  they  manifested  in  their  appeals.  No  doubt  the 
applications  have  been  considered,  aud  provisions  supplied 
intbemost  urgent  rases.  It  would  seem  that  subscrip¬ 
tions  bad  commenced  ;  that  the  plan  mentioned  by  Go¬ 
vernment  had  been  acted  upon  ;  and  that  funds  were  In 
the  course  of  collection.

In  one  of  the  cases  the  com¬ 
plaint  of  scarcity  to  the  Scarcity  Commission  (as  it  is 
termed )  was  couched  in  the  following  eipressions ”  That 
hundreds  of  families  have  nut  provision  sufficient  for  one 
day,  and  many  others  have  not  provision  for  one  month  ; 
requests  that  Government  will  send  a  supply  of  Indian 
meal  to  the  district.'’  In  the  province  of  Munster  the 
details  of  the  several  caves  extend  to  twelve  pages.  The 
first  case  is  thus  set  forth  Hundreds  of  people  are  at 
this  moment  reduced  to  absolute  destitution  from  the  want 
of  food  and  employment ;  famine  and  its  frightful  conse¬ 
quences  are  already  at  thiir  dmirs.  Several  subscriptions 
have  been  raised,  but  are  inadequate  to  the  demands  of 
distress.  Calls  upon  the  mercy  of  (ioverniuent  to  inter¬ 
fere  and  send  down  additional  engineers  before  the  evil  is 
beyond  cure.  Requests  ftovernment  will  give  an  order 
for  a  few  Ions  of  Indian  meal  to  keep  down  market  prices 
and  save  for  seed  the  remnant  of  potatoes  left.”  There 
are  not  many  instances  given  in  the  document  of  the  pro* 
gri  >s  wf  di»eatein  the  |N}tal«>et.  In  the  county  of  Wexford 
the  rot  was  said  to  be  making  rapid  progress.  At  Arran 
twu  jiisiiret,  ill  their  communicaiiona,  declared,  that  ”340 
individuals  were  utterly  dcsiiluie,  incapable  of  labour  ; 
they  bad  not  even  fuel."  The  intelligence  from  the  west 
is  of  a  very  unfavourable  character.  In  the  district  of 
.Aniiaghdown,  in  the  comity  of  Galway,  distress  is  lepre- 
seiiird  to  prevail  to  a  most  alarming  exieni.  One  account 
says: — "The  |>copU  of  the  place  have  openly  declared 
that,  if  employment  be  not  iiiiincdialely  given,  they  can 
no  longer  withkiand  the  distress  they  are  labouring  under.” 
A  meeting  of  the  gentry  has  been  held,  and  a  petition 
for  relief  forwarded  to  the  Irish  Government.  One  of  the 
resolutions  adopted  on  the  occasion  thus  describes  the 
prospects  of  the  poor  as  affected  by  the  potato  blight : — 
"  Our  parish  was  remarkable  for  Its  great  and  abundant 
crop  of  potatoes.  It  was  the  storehouse  of  the  summer 
supply  to  our  neighbouring  towns,  and,  wc  may  say, 
rotinty.  But,  unhappily,  in  our  richest  soil  and  best 
tilled  crops  the  rut  prevailed  to  the  most  awful  extent, 
which  leaves  the  pauper,  who  in  other  years  would  get 
pruvitions  nn  credit,  now  dependent  on  a  benign  Govern* 
inent,  and  a  very  limited  benefaction  of  his  neighbours.** 

Foot)  Riots  in  TirrEKARV. — In  a  town  of  the  county 
of  Tippeiary,  called  Fctliard,  about  eight  miles  from 
t'loninri,  containiiig  a  very  destitute  population,  there  was 
an  outbreak  for  loud;  but  it  was  suppressed  by  the  vigi- 
fonre  and  promptitude  of  the  parish  priest,  who  is  Roman 
('atholic  archdeacon  of  the  diocese  of  Cashel,  a  man  of 
girai  energy  and  intcHigenre.  Thus,  in  four  different

taken  place.  There  is  equal  destitution  in  many  other 
places :  but  measures  of  relief  have  been  promised,  and 
the  people  in  those  localities  bear  their  sufietiiigt  in  pa¬ 
tience.  In  Clonmel,  on  the  contrary,  no  step  whatever, 
was  taken  until  after  the  riots;  and  evrutheo  it  was  an  , 
Kiiglish  genileiiian.

Fatal  Uailway  .\ccioent.— An  accident  occurred  on 
the  Manchester  and  Leeris  Railway,  on  the  I6ih  inst.,  near 
the  Middleton  Siatinri,  five  miles  from  Manchester,  at-  j 
tended  with  lost  of  life  of  fteorge  William  Molineaux,  agent 
for  the  company  at  the  aliove  station.  The  ariii.il  raiue  of 
Ihe  ralasirophe  seems  to  be  matter  of  tup|iosilion,  although 
little  doubt  exists  but  the  iiiifortunaie  man  was  run  over  by 
some  engine  or  other  without  the  knowledge  of  the  driver. 
The  body  was  found  on  the  line,  quite  dead,  hy  Ihe  driver 
of  the  passenger  train,  due  at  .Manchester  at  a  qinrier 
past  nine.and  which  arrived  at  Middleton  about  nine  o’clock 
It  was  taken  to  the  KatchlTe  Arms  piihlic-houtc,  Middleton, 
to  await  a  coroner's  inquest,  which  was  summoned  fur 
Saturday  morning  ;  and,  alter  hearing  a  good  deal  of  evi- 
drnre,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  adjourn  the  inquiry  till 
Monday  morning.  The  fuhuwing  arc  the  facts  gathered 
from  the  various  statements  of  the  several  witnesses  exa¬ 
mined  before  the  coroner  It  appears  that  deceased  was 
drinkingatthe  Ratcliffe  Arms  about  rievrnin  ihemoruingon 
the  day  of  the  accident,  and  from  half-pa<t  four  lo  htlf-past 
ail  in  the  evening,  when  he  returned  to  the  station.  It  wms 
observed  that  he  had  been  drinking,  that  he  iaiirred  in  his 
speech,  was  fluslied  in  the  face,  and  tried  lo  keep  himself 
aieady.  At  a  quarter  lo  seven  o'clock  he  left,  and  walked 
up  the  line  towards  Mills  hdl  in  company  with  a  woman. 
He  was  in  company  also  with  another  woman,  with  whom 
he  was  drinking  at  the  Cock  public-houre.  at  Mills-hill. 
He  called  there  a  few  minutes  before  seven  o'clock,  and  re- 
Hiaincd  about  two  hours,  iiuting  which  time  he  had  three 
glasses  of  whiskey  and  water,  of  which  the  women  partook. 
One  of  the  women  remarked  lo  deceased  when  she  first 
met  him,  whuh  was  about  a  quarter  to  seven  o’clock,  that 
hr  was  merry.  He  replied  he  had  had  two  glasses.  They 
remained  together  till  shortly  liefore  nine  o'clock,  when  he 
went  away,  walking  down  the  line  towards  Middleton,
